In  California  and  South  they  may  be 
planted  as  late  even  as  January,  but  it  is  better 
to  plant  much  earlier.  Plant  4  or  5  inches  deep 
and  at  least  6  inches  apart.  A  mulch  of  well 
rotted  manure  is  useful.  They  may  remain 
3  or  4  years  in  the  same  place. 

Order  Tulips  Now.  There  is  a  great  short¬ 
age  of  Tulips,  as  the  crop  was  short  in  Holland. 
If  you  want  to  return  the  small  bulbs  received 
on  spring  order,  do  so  at  once,  though  I  ad¬ 
vise  you  to  plant,  as  they  will  give  many 
blooms  with  proper  culture,  and  give  much 
larger  bulbs  for  next  year. 

Those  who  expected  large  bulbs  for  50c  per 
100  certainly  do  not  realize  the  cost  of  Tulips.
